For the first time in his 12 budget-years 
in Andover, Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert has 
proposed a decrease in school expensés. 

He asked the school committee Tuesday 
night for $3,208,000 on the expense side of 
the budget for 1981-82, compared to the $3,- 
370,000 appropriated for this year. 

He called it an ‘‘expedient, austere and, 
I hope, responsible budget,”’ though he 
added that it does not take into account 
possible increases in fuel oil or other in- 
flationary costs ‘‘in any way.”’ 

At their last meeting, the school com- 
mittee voted to start budget deliberations 
with a ceiling increase of ‘six percent, 

Seifert indicated this week that the ex- 
pense reductions were necessary to com- 
pensate for the inevitable increases on the 
Salary side. Many of the contracts 
negotiated for next year call for six per- 
cent raises across the board. 

Expense reductions were necessary, he 
said, ‘in order to keep people.” 

However, he admitted that the six per- 
cent overall increase probably won’t hold, 
and that they’ll likely have to go back and 
make further reductions after more is 
known about the effects of Prop. 2%. 

Committeeman Donald Robb said he 
was afraid they were giving the impres- 
sion that ‘‘we will have exactly what we 
had before in spite of 2%.”’ 

He said he’d prefer a three-tiered ap- 
proach to the budget that would set a mid- 
dle figure with which they feel they could 
adequately run the system, and then a 
higher figure in case more funds are 
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magically forthcoming, and a lower one in 
case they have to ‘‘jettison’’ some ex- 
penses. 

He said he wants to look at each account 
to see what can be cut, ‘‘to consider all the 
options” including pupil-teacher ratio, 
ways of conserving fuel, maintenance and 
transportation. 

‘‘There’s no other way of arriving at 
what the town obviously wants us to do,” 
he said, reminding the committee that An-

West Parish Church, through its Land- 
Use Committee, is proposing development 
of a full-service retirement community on 
a tract of land adjacent to the church on 
Reservation Road.

The Andover High School guidance 
department provides services to help 
students make their career and 
educational decisions.

related to any given field, and finally, it 
lists all of the technical schools and two 
and four year colleges that teach the sub- 
ject which the student would wish to pur- 
sue.

Dr. Leon Somers 


The subject of his address was Teenage 
Problems and Depression. Peer pressure 
and relationships, as well as parent 
relationships, are seen by Dr. Somers as 
important issues for adolescents.

The premiere performance of ‘‘Nativity 
Suite,’’ a choral masterpiece to be 
presented locally this Christmas season, 
tells with charm and majesty the story of 
Christ’s birth. 

Marie Stultz, musical director of the 
North Parrish Choral Society of Andover, 
has arranged this collection of 14th and 
15th century Germal folk carols for the 
society’s treble choir, adult chorus and a 
16-piece orchestra.

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‘‘Yes, composing is work, hard work,” 
says Mrs. Stultz. 

The musical ideas come quickly for her. 

‘‘When I first get that idea, I’m really 
excited about it. Then time goes by fast 
and I can work for hours,’’ she explains. 


What happens when she reaches a 
stalemate, when an inspiration doesn’t 
come? 


‘T’ll do the wash or the dishes. A break 
helps to clear my head,” she replies. 

Some mornings she may be able to im- 
mediately get started with her composing. 
Other times, she may begin her day by 
jogging a mile or two. She says that run- 
ning helps to “‘get her head on.” 


Her work is done mainly at the piano. 
The musical ideas are expanded on paper 
for the vocal and instrumental parts as she 
keeps in mind the ability of the singers and 
players she is writing for.

The volunteers, 10 of them from An- 
dover, spent two days in a 650-square foot 
section of a corridor at Doherty. They din- 
ed on crackers and water, and for fresh 
air, pedalled an exercise bicycle that 
operated a fan at one end of the corridor.

Agree To Restrict Khusro Water Line 


North Reading has agreed to supply 
Mohammed Khusro of 178 Jenkins Road

Khusro’s request for town aid in his ef- 
forts to purchase North Reading water 
prompted complaints from’ one abutter 

_ last summer: Neighbor Arthur Gonsalves 
of 181 Jenkins Road charged that Khusro 
was operating a commercial stable from 
his residence without a zoning variance. 


But the building inspector found no 
violation of zoning laws at that time, and 
the town proceeded with negotiations with 
North Reading. 

It is North Reading’s policy to sell water 
for domestic use only, Town Manager 
Jared S.A. Clark said Friday, and the 
agreement stipulates that the water will 
not be used for horses stabled on Khusro’s 
property. 

Andover officials added the stipulation 
that Khusro grant an easement over a lot 
located between his lot, 178, and the North 


Groundwork Set For Bylaw 


Preparing for the special town meeting 
laid much of the groundwork for the 
town’s townhouse cluster zoning bylaw 
amendment, one planning board member 
has informed selectmen. 

The town bylaw, which will serve the 
same function as the privately-developed 
bylaw defeated by special town meeting, 
will be the planning board’s ‘‘main priori- 
ty between now and the spring,”’ and will 
be ready in time for the next annual town 
meeting. planner Frank McBride said, 

‘‘We now have lots of information about 
different approaches in different towns, 
and it’s just a matter of bringing it 
together,’’ McBride explained. ‘‘It’s not 
going to be as difficult as was thought, 
because we were forced to do a lot of 
quick, reactionary thinking in the last cou- 
ple of weeks.”’

Committee, Secretaries Agree On Contract 


The school committee Tuesday night ap- 
proved a three-year contract with the 
School Secretaries Association, calling for 
raises of six percent, six percent and 
seven percent over the next three years. 

Richard Neal, the school committee’s 
representative in the negotiations, said 
they had attempted to correct some ine- 
quities in the system.

Robinson has been with the 
system since 1972.

added that if Clark involved himself strict- 
ly with Andover, he ‘“‘would be missing 
things valuable to himself and the town. 
You can’t sit in the woods the whole 
time—and there is some benefit to the 
town.” 

The manager said Friday that since he 
works ‘‘in excess of the regular work 
week,” some 45 to 65 hours a week, he 
feels he should have ‘‘some flexibility, and 
some degree of choice as to how I allocate 
those hours.’’ 

By working with the MMA and state 
legislators, Clark feels he can help in- 
fluence decisions that affect the town and 
help local legislators make ‘‘informed 
judgments.”’ 

“I don’t think Andover is being 
shortchanged,”’ Clark said. ‘‘I think it’s a 
very necessary involvement.’’ 

Harris explained Monday night that he 
did not mean to be ‘‘critical in any way”’ 
by raising the question.

Landscaping, Aesthetics Sacrificed 
To Meet School Building Budget 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


An attractive exterior for the new high 
school auditorium and some landscaping 
at the converted Doherty Junior High are 
probably the most painful sacrifices made 
to bring the school building program in at 
the $11.72 million budget approved by 1980 
town meeting, the town manager said last 
week. 

“ The school building committee last 
week approved changes in the building 
program that will save $810,700, after 
architects’ total cost estimates showed 
the program over budget at a total of $12,- 


530.700. That figure included costs for all 
work at the Doherty School, West Junior 
High and the high school. 

“The cuts we’ve made do not affect the 
ability of the buildings to function,’ Town 
Manager Jared S.A. Clark said. ‘‘They are 
things we’d like to do. Most of the cuts ae 
reasonable.”’ 

However, the manager said he 
“regrets” the need for some changes in 
the design of the new 1,200-seat high 
school auditorium, for a cost cut of $280,- 
748; and the elimination of some landscap-

ing at Doherty, for an $80,000 savings. 

Most of the savings approved by the 
building committee came from the high 
school plans, with a $471,700 cut. 

The committee agreed to use stucco on 
the outside walls of the new auditorium, 
rather than stone panelling called 
“Stonehenge,’’ so that the exterior will 
“not be as attractive’ as the committee 
had planned, Clark said. 

In addition, the committee substituted 
low-back auditorium seats for the high- 
back chairs originally planned, the 
manager reported. These seats will be 
“not quite as comfortable—but still quite 
comfortable,’’ the manager indicated. 

He added that the seats will still be 
fabric cushioned, rather than plastic, to 
assure good acoustics in the auditorium. 
‘‘We have not cheapened the functioning of 


. the auditorium at all,’”’ Clark emphasized. 


“The acoustical treatments, the stage, 
rigging and lighting all remain the 
Same—this will be a high-quality 
auditorium.” 

Another major savings—$99,053—will be 
made at the high school by eliminating 
plans to rebuild two field hockey fields, 
and a soccer field located just outside the 
high school gymnasium. 

One of the field hockey fields ‘‘was just 
rebuilt by the town three years ago 
anyway,’’ the manager explained, while 
the soccer field is so heavily used that it

will ‘‘never be in great shape, so it is one 
we might as well not put more money in- 
to.”’ A new varsity soccer field will be 
built, he added. 

Other cost cuts approved for the high 
school include the elimination of one of 
two outside eating areas, for a $13,000 
savings; elimination of some new lockers, 
$22,399; changes in physical education 
Storage space, $38,000; changes in a 
teachers’ office area, $10,000; and othr 
minor design changes totalling $8,500. 

The cuts approved by the committee 
will bring the cost of the high school down 
to the budgeted $4,714,076. 

Design changes approved for the Doher- 
ty School, which will be converted into a 
junior high school, are less extensive, with 
a $175,000 budget cut required. 

Most of the savings, $80,000 will come 
from cutting back on plans to landscape 
the site, eliminating some trees, 
shrubbery, curbing and drainage, the 
manager said. 

“It. won’t look as nice,’ Clark com- 
mented. “‘It’s going to look a little barren 
out there. It’s too bad we have to make 
that cut.” 

Another major savings of $50,000 was 
accomplished by cutting out a planned cor- 
ridor leading from one section on the se- 
cond floor of the new addition, to a section

Suspend 


Liquor License 


The selectmen Monday night voted to 
Suspend the liquor license for 
McCracken’s Package Store, 4 Poore St., 
for nearly the entire month of December, 
beginning today and continuing through 
Dec. 27. 

The board voted to suspend the license 
for 20 working days, after finding that a 
McCracken’s clerk sold a bottle of wine to 
a 16-year-old girl on June 30. 

Their decision came at the conclusion of 
a public hearing that began last week, and 
continued for nearly two hours Monday 
night at town hall. 

Atty. Reginald Marden of Andover, 
representing the McCracken’s license 
holder, William Buco, called the 
December suspension ‘‘most unfair’’ 
because most package stores ring up the 
largest percentage of their annual 
business during this month. 

“The suspension should be in a regular 
business month,“ Marden maintained. 
“The amount of financial loss will be

Town Counsel Alfred Daniels last week 
told the selectmen that the ABCC seldom 
overturns a descision of a local board. 

The selectmen based their suspension on 
the board’s liquor policy, which calls for a 
license suspension of one week to 30 days, 
or revocation of the license, after a license 
holder’s third offense within a three-year 
period.

The costs have exceed- 
ed what was appropriated and in most instances of- 
ficials came running back to the townspeople for more 
funds, or were sent back to the drawing boards. 

This current school building committee gives every 
indication of meeting the town’s mandate and providing 


the town with sound, educationally-suitable buildings. —

WASHINGTON -- Presi- 


dent-elect Ronald Reagan 
has promised to bolster U.S. 
military forces and cut fed- 
eral spending at the same 
time. He believes this can be 
accomplished by eliminating 
fraud and waste. 

We know just the man 
who can help him. 

He is Ernest Fitzgerald, 
whom we recommend for 
the post of comptroller gen- 
eral of the United States. As 
such, he would have the 
authority to scrutinize feder- 
al spending programs. And 
there’s no one better quali- 


fied to dig out fraud and 


waste. 

Fitzgerald was the Penta- 
gon watchdog who alerted 
Congress in 1969 to a $2 bil- 
lion cost overrun and shoddy 
workmanship on _ the 
Lockheed Corporation’s C- 
5A transport plane contract. 

The Air Force retaliated 
against Fitzgerald and 
hounded him out of his job. 
He won reinstatement after 
a bitter struggle. The brass 
hats gave Fitzgerald back 
his title and paid his back 
Salary, as the courts 
ordered. But he was exclud- 
ed from important meetings 
and barred from the files. 

Jimmy Carter made a 
campaign issue of the 
Fitzgerald case in the 1976 
presidential campaign. 
Carter promised to put 
Fitzgerald back in a position 
where he could keep a watch 
on fraud, waste and ineffi- 
ciency. 

But the Pentagon’s top 
generals -- as skilled in the 
backrooms as they are on 
the battlefields -- filled 
Carter’s ear with ugl 
whispers about Fitzgerald,

Why Not an Expert Waste-Watcher 
To Fill Comptroller General’s Post? 


and the president reneged on 


his promise. 


hen Reagan makes his 
decision on who will be the 
comptroller general, billions 


of dollars will be at stake. 
The military-industrial com- 


plex loads weapons systems 


with fancy extras. that 


increase corporate profits 


but decrease combat effec- 
tiveness. Fitzgerald knows 
precisely how to spot these 
costly frills. 

In sum, the president- 
elect can show the nation 
that he means business by 
ae Ernest Fitzger- 
ald as the next comptroller 
general. The position will be 
open in March. 

Footnote: Until this year 
the president simply nomi- 
nated the comptroller gener- 
al and the Senate offered its 
advice and consent. A new 
law, however, requires that 
a bipartisan congressional 
committee submit a list of 
candidates to the president. 
He then selects the new 
comptroller general from 
the list. But he can reject as 
many candidates as he 
chooses. Legal experts who 
have studied the new law 
believe that, as a practical 
matter, the president will, in 
most cases, be able to select 
the comptroller general of 
his choice. 

TAX PROBE: There’s a 
sidelight to the Billy Carter 
story that has never been 
reported. 

A news item which 
apnenres last August dis- 
closed that Billy’s tax 
records showed he made 
$300,000 in 1978. The article 
also noted that Sen. Strom 
Thurmond, R-S.C., had 
referred to tax information 
from Billy’s 1977 and 1978 
returns. 


The newspaper story 
caused a sensation at the 


Internal Revenue Service. 
An individual’s tax records 
are supposed to be held as 
sacred as the information he 
divulges to his doctor or 
priest. So the revenooers 
were mightily upset at this 
apparent breach of security. 

hree days after the pub- 
lication of the news item, 
the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice began an investigation 
of the leak. Two inspectors 
from the agency’s Internal 
Security Division called on 
the Senate committee that 
was investigating Billy’s 
activities. They interviewed 
several staff members who 
might have had access to the 
tax records. 

But the inspectors atchped 
short of interviewing Thur- 
mond, even though he was 
mentioned by name in the 
story. According to our 
sources, the two IRS investi- 
gators were simply scared 
to death of the crusty old 
fire-eater from South Caroli- 


na. 

Had he been questioned, 
the senator would have told 
them that he never saw Billy 
Carter’s confidential tax 
records. Thurmond got his 
information about Billy’s 
income from a right-wing 
publication of uncertain reli- 
ability. 

RED TAPE VICTIMS: 

Many of the U.S. diplomatic 
and military personnel who 
got out of Iran before the 
embassy takeover in 
November 1979 had to leave 
behind just about everything 
they owned. 
_ A few fortunate Ameri- 
cans were permitted to ship 
home some priceless posses- 
sions in the limited cargo 
space that was available. 


Under federal law, U‘S. 
public servants can be com- 


pensated if they lose their 


homes and ssessions in 
line of duty. But every fed- 
eral law is encumbered with 
regulations. Anyone who col- 
lects such compensation 
from Uncle Sam certainly 
deserves it. In the United 
States, insurance companies 
invoked clauses which 
absolved the companies 
from any payments in case 
of civil strife. 

First, the victims must 
list all rea losses. How 
many e keep an inven- 
tory of all they own? Then 
they must document the 
losses. Are the Iranian ter- 
rorists expected to certify 
how much they looted? 

And_ here’s the kicker: 
After the victims have com- 
pleted all the red tape, the 
federal government will pay 
no more than $15,000. 

The crisis has virtually 
cleaned out 200 American 
families. One naval officer 
told us he has painstakingly 
documented his losses, and 
they add up to $67,000. That 
doesn’t include the losses he 
cannot document. 

This is an injustice that 
the new Congress should 
waste no time correcting 
next January. 

FOUL FILM: Communist 
Chinese filmmakers visited 
the United States on a cul- 
tural exchange recently and 
got a bit more culture than 
they bargained for. The Chi- 
nese were treated to a pri- 
vate viewing of some 
award-winning short films -- 
including a pornographic 
cartoon called “Asparagus.” 
The prudish Chinese visitors 
remained inscrutable, but 
some-of the American hosts

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Lawler Is 
Remembered 


At College 


J. Thom Lawler, the late Merrimack 
College hockey coach and athletic director 
who led Merrimack hockey teams to 
national prominence, was honored on J. 
Thom Lawler Night Friday, Nov. 28 in the 
Volpe Athletic Complex. 

A trophy case was dedicated to Coach 
Lawler’s memory and his portrait was un- 
veiled at a ceremony preceding the 

: Merrimack-Plattsburgh hockey game. 

‘Thom Lawler who was an Andover resi- 
dent had a dramatic influence on the 
development and success of Merrimack 
College and its athletic program. From 
the time he took over as hockey coach in 
1965 till his death in 1978, the Warrior 
hockey team entered every ECAC Div. II 
championship playoff with the exception 
of one year (1970-71). Coach Lawler’s 
players won the ECAC Div II cham- 
pionship in 1967, 1968, and 1977 and they 
were runners-up in 1966, 1974 and 1978. In 
his final season, Coach Lawler led his 
team to the first national Division II 
crown in 1978. His teams compiled a total 
record of 218 wins — 138 loses — 10 ties. 

As athletic director, one of his biggest 
dreams was to build a sports complex. The 
idea was first formulated in the 1960’s and 
reach fruition in 1972 when the S. Peter 
Volpe Complex was built. It is largely due 
to his efforts that Merrimack teams play 
games ion a modern sports arena today. 

Coach Lawler, whose son, Tom is the 
current captain on Merrimack’s hockey 
team, died of a heart attack in June of 1978 
at the age of 44. 

Funds for the trophy case and the por- 
trait were donated by players on Coach 
Lawler’s teams, coaches, referees, 
members of the Merrimack College com- 
munity and the Merrimack College Senior 
Class.

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Municipal Leaders Moving To Implement Prop 24%

“We would like to assure the voters of 
Massachusetts: local government has 
heard your message loud and clear; and 
we will do everything in our power to 
make sure that your property taxes are 
reduced.”’ This was the opening remark of 
Peter Boyer, president of the 
Massachusetts Municipal Association, at a 
Nov. 24 press conference in Boston. 

The Municipal Association, which 
represents the interests of cities and 
towns, held a special membership meeting 
on Nov. 22 to discuss what municipalities 
should do now that voters have approved 
Proposition 2¥2—the tax cut measure that 
will make significant reductions in local 
governments’ primary revenue source, 
the property tax. More than 400 municipal 
officials from across the state attended

The boards of directors of TNB Finan- 
cial Corp. and New England Merchants 
Company, Inc., parent of Bay State 
National Bank, approved an agreement in 
principle to consolidate the two bank 
holding companies.

Said: ‘‘With this consolidation of TNB and 
Merchants, a much stronger New England 
financial institution emerges. By pooling 
resources - capital, management and 
facilities - the consolidated companies will 
be better able to compete in the ‘80’s. The 
basis of the transaction, an exchange of 
Stock, preserves the existing base of 
stockholders in western Massachusetts 
and gives them a substantial ownership in- 
terest in the combined company.”

three-part program for the Municipal 
Association. 

First, the association will devote many 
of its resources to providing technical 
assistance to local governments in making 
budget cuts and shifting reliance on the 
property tax to other revenue sources. As 
part of this effort, the municipal group 
plans to keep track of the specific actions 
cities and towns take across the state as 
they begin to implement Proposition 2%. 


Second, the association will file several 


technical amendments to Proposition 22. 
‘As it is currently worded, there are parts 
of Proposition 2% that would hamstring 
local government although they would 
have little effect on lowering the tax 
levy.’’ Boyer explained. Some of the 
amendments the Municipal Association 
will introduce would change the date of 
overrides of Proposition 24% from the 
autumn to the spring, delay the printing of 
1981 auto excise forms until the legislature 
has time to act on a number of bills filed to 
phase-in the auto excise tax cut, prevent 
county and regional assessments on local 
governments from growing more than 24% 
annually, and define the term ‘“‘full and 
fair valuation.’’ 

Finally, Boyer unveiled the Municipal 
Association’s proposal providing for ‘‘per- 
manent property and state tax relief, 
along with a restructuring of our current 
taxation system to make it less 
regressive.” This proposal calls for a 
regular review of existing state mandates 
on local government and for an ap- 
propriations cap on all levels of govern- 
ment in the commonwealth. ‘‘Proposition 
2% primarily limits local property tax 
levies,’’ said Boyer. “It does virtually 
nothing to curb state, county, and regional 
spending. Our limit would cap every level 
of government at two-thirds the percen- 
tage of growth in personal income.” 

The Municipal Association’s proposal 
also calls for an expansion of the current 
5% Massachusetts sales tax to cover items 
that currently are exempt. It would apply 
the sales tax to personal services, ad- 
missions to amusement and recreational 
events, auto repair and general repair ser- 
vices, and other items that currently are 
not subject to sales taxes including 
clothing under $175. The additional 
revenue would be returned to local 
governments to offset property taxes.

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Imports From Canada To Increase Gas Supply 


Bay State Gas Company expects to in- 
crease its total gas supply by 16 per cent 
with imports of Canadian natural gas, it 
was announced last week. 

Bay State Gas and its subsidiary, 
Northern Utilities, Inc. of Portland, ME, 
serve 215,000 customers in Massachusetts, 
New Hampshire and Maine. 


Charles H. Tenney II, Bay State’s chair- 
man of the board and president, said that, 
“Imports should begin during the winter 
of 1981-82 and will represent an important 
step in lessening New England’s 


“The natural gas supply from Canada is 
the single most practical solution to the 
growing demand for natural gas by New 
England’s 975,000 gas customers. 

While Tennessee Gas Pipeline will han- 
dle the actual transportation of the gas, it 
will be imported by Boundary Gas, Inc., 
which is owned by all 14 Northeast utilities 
involved in the project. 

The 10-year contract, which will bring 
gas to Bay State’s service areas from the 
rich fields of western Canada, require ap- 
proval by Canadian and U. S. energy 


supplies with the lower cost imports,’’ he 
said. , 
Bay State’s gas will be delivered 
through existing stations. The company 
anticipates no additional construction will 
be necessary. Vice President Ellis did 
note that it would be for Bay 
State to expand its distribution system to 
facilitate service to any new customers. 
Summing up Bay State’s position on the 
import project, Tenney said that ‘“‘by shif- 
tring our dependence on imports to our 
friendly neighbor to the north, we believe

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It-cost an average of 21.7 cents per mile 
to own and operate an intermediate-sized 
car during the third quarter of 1980, accor- 
ding to the American Automobile 
Association’s quarterly study of driving 
costs. 

The AAA study is based on computations 
made by Runzheimer and Company, a 
Rochester, Wis., management consultant 
firm that specialized in measuring the 
cost of living, including transportation 
costs. 

The third quarter report shows that on 
the average there have been no significant 
changes since the previous quarter. The 
report showed some increases in in- 
Surance costs in several parts of the na- 
tion, but these were not significant enough 
to influence the overall average. Variable 
costs held steady with only miner 
variations. 

The average per-mile cost is determined 
by combining fixed costs and variable or 
running costs. The AAA shows that fixed 
costs, which include insurance, license 
and registration fees, taxes, depreciation 
and finance charges, amount to an 
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Car Costs 21.7 Per Mile 


average of $5.59 per day. While they may 
vary somewhat depending on mileage, fix- 
ed costs are incurred even if the car is not 
driven at all. 

Expenses for gasoline and oil, tires and 
routine maintenance make up the variable 
or running costs, amounting to an average 
of 8.13 cents per mile. 

The AAA cost study is based on a 1980

Earnings, Sales Up At H-P 


Hewlett-Packard Company today 
reported a 31 percent increase in sales and 
a 32 percent increase in net earnings for 
its fiscal year ended Oct. 31, 1980, based on 
unaudited results. 

Sales totaled $3.10 billion, compared 
with $2.36 billion in the 1979 fiscal year. 
Net earnings amounted to $269 million or 
$4.47 per share on approximately 60 
million shares of common stock outstan- 
ding. This compares with $203 million, or 
$3.43 a share on approximately 59 million 
shares outstanding in 1979. Net earnings as 
a percent of sales were 8.7 percent against 
8.6 a year ago. 


Incoming orders for the year totaled 
$3.14 billion, an increase of 24 percent 
from the $2.53 billion in orders booked in 
fiscal 1979. 

In the fourth quarter, sales totaled $871 
million versus $681 million in the year-ago 
quarter, an increase of 28 percent. Fourth- 
quarter net earnings were up 43 percent, 
to $80 million, or $1.32 a share, from $56 
million, or 93 cents a share. Incoming 
orders were $775 million, an increase of 21 
percent against $638 million in last year’s 
fourth quarter. 

John A. Young, HP president and chief 
executive officer, said 1980 operating 
results “were quite satisfactory in view of 
the uncertain economic climate during 


much of 1980. Although the overall rate of 
order growth for fiscal year 1980 was not 
as great as in the prior year, we were still 
able to achieve record sales, earnings and 
orders for the full year.’’ 

Young said the company reduced its 
sizable order backlog during the last half 
of the year. From a level of $756 million at 
midyear, backlog declined $45 million in 
the third quarter and an additional $92 
million in the fourth quarter. He said the 
company is putting special emphasis on 
marketing efforts designed to strengthen 
the incoming order picture while at the 
same time bringing production schedules 
closer to current order patterns. 

“Domestic orders in the fourth quarter 
exceeded those in the third quarter by 
eight percent — a favorable change, 
although it’s too early to tell if a full 
recovery from this year’s recession is in 
progress,’’ Young said. ‘‘Our international 
operations, however, are continuing to ex- 
perience a recessionary slowdown. Fourth 
quarter international orders, compared 
with the third quarter, were down four 
percent — the second straight quarter for 
a decline. This is having a negative impact 


on our current order situation. Given these 
uncertainties, we remain cautious as we 


enter our 1981 fiscal year.” 
The company’s international orders, 


which accounted for about 52 percent of all 
orders during the year, totaled $1.62 


Increase In Sales At Raytheon 


Raytheon Company today reported an 
18.1 percent increase in third quarter net 
income on an 18.1 percent increase in sales 
compared with the restated third quarter 
a year ago. 

Earnings per share rose to a record 
$1.84 compared with $1.56 a year ago. 

In the quarter ended Sept. 28, 1980, 
Raytheon’s net income was $76.2 million 
compared with $64.5 million last year. 
Third quarter sales were $1.227 billion ver- 
Sus $1.039 billion in the same period a year 
ago.. 

For the first nine months, Raytheon 
earned $213.9 million, or $5.16 per share on 
Sales of $3.674 billion. In the first three 
quarters of 1979, the company earned 
$181.4 million, or $4.40 per share, on sales 
of $3.207 billion. 

All 1979 data have been restated to 
reflect the merger of Beech Aircraft Cor- 
poration, which became a wholly-owned 
Subsidiary of Raytheon in February 1980. 
The merger was accounted for as a pool- 
ing of interest. 

Raytheon said that the quarter's higher 
results were largely attributable to con- 
tinued high performance in government

Provision for federal and foreign taxes 
amounted to $49.0 million in the third 
quarter and $148.6 million in the first nine 
months.

The corridor 
will be replaced by an open walkway, 
while a shorter enclosed corridor will re- 
main. 

An additional $55,000 will be saved by 
cutting out new parking spaces, the 
manager said. ‘“‘It was anticipated that 
those spaces would have been for com- 
munity use, and are not required for 
school purposes,’’ Clark explained. 
“Those spaces should be provided—but 
the town will have to come up with the 
money.” 

Cutting back on the landscaping will 
save $5,000, and $34,000 will be saved with 
other design modifications, to bring the 
West project in at the budgeted $1,065,924. 

Further cuts may be in store, the 
manager noted, aftr construction bids are 
received—or, if funds are available, some 
of the items cut may be restored. ‘‘But 
clearly some design changes will not be 
changed again, such as changes at the high 
school auditorium,’’ Clark pointed out. 

The project reductions recommended to 
the building committee for their approval 
were developed by the manager and pro- 
ject architects from Perley F. Gilbert 
Associates of Lowell, along with Richard 
McGrail, project coordinator for the 
school administration; Philip Wormwood, 
high school principal; Euguene Frulla, 
East Junior High principal; William Hart, 
West Junior High principal, and Richard 
Swift, athletic director.

later found to be 16. 

The girl testified in court that Kennedy 
sold her the wine, the officer said. 

Marden cross-examined the police of- 
ficer Monday night. In reply to the at- 
torney’s questions, Hastings said he did 
not see the girl purchase the wine, or bring 
her inside the store and question Kennedy 
in her presence. 

Hastings also said that in his experience 
while working special details at the store, 
he had not seen clerks leave the cash 
register-to wait on customers. The girl 
testified in court that the clerk left the 
register to serve her, Hastings said. 

The selectmen also heard sworn 
statements from Kennedy and a liquor 
salesman who said a girl of the same 
description as the one in question asked 
him to ‘‘buy”’ for her outside McCracken’s 
earlier on the evening of June 30. 

Kennedy, who is studying criminal 
justice at Northeastern University, said 
he did not remember selling wine to the 
girl. When questioned by Hastings that 
night, Kennedy waived his right to remain 
silent and his right to an attorney. 

He did recall selling a bottle of wine dur- 
ing the time in question, around 9:30 p.m., 
to one of a group of millworkers who come 
into the store every night during their 
break, Kennedy said. 

The clerk also said that he asks 
customers for identification ‘‘on each and 
every occasion’’ when he ‘“‘feels they are 
under 25.”’ 

Marden then swore in William Blasetti 
of Groton, a liquor salesman for the M.S. 
Walker Company, Boston, who sells to 
McCracken’s. 

Blasetti said that on the night in ques- 
tion, he came to the package store 
between 8:15 and 8:30 p.m. to pick up a 
check. While he was walking across the 
parking lot, a girl who looked like the girl 
Hastings described approached him and 
asked him to ‘‘buy for her because she left 
her identification at home.” 

Blasetti said he did not testify in court 
because he is ‘‘in the liquor business and I 
was advised that there would have been a 
conflict of interest.”’ 

Marden argued that the selectmen had 
no “substantial evidence”’ of a violation, 
but only ‘‘hearsay. You have no direct 
evidence of the girl purchasing the bottle 
of wine. 

‘You have here tonight two witnesses 
who pretty clearly spell out what 
happened,” the attorney said. ‘‘The girl 
was standing outside asking people to buy 
for her, and she found someone.” 

The selectmen should also ‘‘separate the 
merits of this particular violation from 
the general attitude of this board with 
relation to Mr. Buco,’’ Marden told the 
board.

had been ‘‘a personality clash with -some 
members of the board and my client.’’

After the board found that a violation 
had occurred and agreed on the suspension 
dates, Marden argued that the December 
suspension was ‘‘very unfair’ because the 
offense occurred months ago. ‘It is merely 
coincidental that the hearing is being held 
in December,’’ he said. 

The hearing was originally delayed pen- 
ding the outcome of Kennedy’s trial, at the 
license holder’s request. 

The hearing was scheduled for last 
week, but was continued because Marden 
could not be present last Monday. Buco 
retained Marden two days before the 
scheduled hearing, Clark said. 

However, since the selectmen are not 
required to be guided by related court 
decisions, Poore suggested that the board 
“act promptly” when violations occur. 

The manager said he would work on a 
policy for scheduling hearings for the 
selectmen’s consideration.

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Police, Fire Posts May Be Dropped 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Two police and two fire department 
positions may fall victim to Proposition 
2%, if the selectmen follow the town 
manager’s recommendation—but the 
selectmen are not sure they are willing to 
make those budget cuts. 

Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark said 
Monday night the town must make service 
reductions totalling $600,000 next year, to 
cope with a net revenue loss of $257,000 
resulting from 2%. Those figures are bas- 
ed on an estimated town budget increase 
of nine percent. or $837,000. 

The town could save $32,000 by cutting 
two police positions, and $30,000 by cutting 
two fire positions, the manager said. 

Town meeting last year approved new 
police and fire positions, at the 
selectmen’s recommendation, and those 
positions have been filled. However, some 
police and fire department personnel have 
since retired, Clark explained. 


He also suggested the town eliminate 
some police and fire overtime at a savings 
of $30,000 in each department, by not fill- 
ing in for every absent officer during 
vacations and sick leaves. 

This move could draw the town into 
“battle with the unions,’’ Clark predicted, 
because overtime pay represents ‘‘some 
meaningful income to police officers and 
firefighters. ”’ 

Selectmen Edward Harris and Susan 
Poore said they did not want to cut the 
police department staff. 

The manager, however, pointed out that 
the cut would not reduce the level of police 
and fire service that-Andover has always 
had: ‘‘This would be a level of service that 
townspeople have already become ac- 
customed to,”’ he said. 

Alternative cuts, such as eliminating 
rubbish disposal, would have a more 
direct effect on residents and their 
wallets, he suggested. ‘‘That would be im- 
plementing 242 with a vengeance,’’ the

Get CARD Funds 


Shawsheen Village looks like the most 
likely beneficiary of state revenue bonding 
to help revitalize the area, Town Manager 
Jared S.A. Clark told the selectmen Mon- 
day night.

Department, for a $48,000 savings;

Cable TV Firms 
Agree To Disagree 


Although it appeared earlier this week 
that the two companies competing for An- 
dover’s 15-year cable television license 
were about to agree on the choice of a con- 
Sultant, they remain in dis- 
agreement—meaning a further delay 
before the license will be awarded. 

The selectmen last month voted to re- 
tain a consultant to study the companies’ 
financial statements, to assure the town 
that both can ‘’support their proposals”’ 
without ‘‘major unforeseen rate increases 
in the future,’’ according to the town 
manager. 

But after several weeks of discussion, 
Rollins Cablevision of Atlanta, Ga., and 
Continental Cablevision of Lawrence, 
have still not found a consultant accep- 
table to both. 

Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark in- 
dicated Tuesday that the two companies 
were ‘‘close to selecting’ Cable Television 
Information Center of Washington, D.C., 
as the consultant. 

The company is ‘‘an independent firm 
whose sole business is to consult with 
municipalities with relation to cable 
television,’ Clark said.
